Constitutional  Amendments 

The  employing  of  a  national  secretary  of  the  Alumni  Associa¬ 
tion  requires  some  changes  in  the  new  Constitution,  which  was 
revised  and  voted  iipon  at  the  annual  alumni  meeting,  June  1. 
1946.  It  is  further  suggested  that  a  national  chaplain  be  elected, 
chosen  from  the  faculty  of  St.  Joseph’s  College. 

Articles  and  sections  of  the  Constitution  affected  are  here  stated 
in  their  proposed  new  form. 

ARTICLE  V,  Section  1 :  Board  of  Directors.  The  management 
of  this  association  is  vested  in  a  board  of  directors  comprising 
the  president,  two  vice-presidents,  secretary-treasurer,  chaplain, 
and  six  advisors.  The  actions  of  this  board  are  subject  to  review 
hv  the  members  at  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V,  Section  2.  Executive  Committee.  During  intervals 
between  meetings,  an  executive  committee  is  empowered  to  tran¬ 
sact  business  of  the  association.  This  committee  comprises  the 
president,  vice-presidents,  secretary-treasurer,  and  chaplain.  Its 
actions  are  subject  to  review  by  the  board  of  directors,  to  which 
the  secretary  makes  a  written  report  within  one  week  after  each 
such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V,  Section  5  and  6.  Secretary-Treasurer.  The  secretary- 
treasurer  takes  care  of  all  correspondence  and  communications. 
He  acts  as  secretary  of  the  meetings  of  the  executive  committee, 
th  board  of  directors,  and  the  association.  He  has  custody  of  the 
list  of  members.  Under  the  direction  of  the  executive  committee, 
the  board  of  directors,  and/or  the  association,  he  collects  and 
disburses  all  funds  of  the  association.  He  has  custody  of  all 
properties  of  the  association  except  as  herein  specifically  allocated 
to  some  other  custodian. 

(Sections  5  and  6  will  become  section  5.  Section  7,  Directors, 
becomes  section  6. 

ARTICLE  VI,  Section  1.  President,  Vice-President,  Chaplain. 

The  president,  the  two  vice-presidents,  and  the  chaplain  are 
elected  by  the  members  at  the  annual  meeting.  Their  term  of 
office  is  for  one  year.  They  take  office  immediately  after  they 
are  elected. 

ARTICLE  VI,  Section  2.  The  secretary-treasurer  is  appointed 
by  the  executive  board  on  a  permanent  basis. 

Members  of  the  alumni  association  are  asked  to  send  in,  in 
writing,  any  suggestions  they  may  have  on  these  proposed  amend¬ 
ments.  The  amendments  will  be  voted  upon  at  the  annual  bus  - 
ness  meeting,  June  22.

Fischer,  Contact's 
Pioneer  Editor 
Joins  N.  D.  Faculty 

Edward  Fischer,  director  of  the 
news  bureau  and  a  member  of  the 
department  of  journalism  at  St.  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College,  will  join  the  faculty 
of  the  University  of  Notre  Dame  in 
September,  it  was  announced  today 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  A.  Lucks, 
c.pp.s.,  president  of  St.  Joseph’s. 

At  Notre  Dame,  where  he  will 
hold  an  assistant  professorship  in 
the  department  of  journalism,  Mr. 
Fischer  will  teach  and  conduct  an 
experimental  newspaper. 

The  journalist  was  graduated 
from  Notre  Dame  in  1937.  Before 
coming  to  St.  Joseph’s  in  1939,  he 
had  two  years  of  newspaper  experi¬ 
ence  in  South  Bend  and  Chicago.  At 
St.  Joseph’s  he  pioneered  the  news 
bureau,  the  department  of  journal¬ 
ism,  and  the  alumni  newspaper. 

During  43  months  of  military 
service,  Mr.  Fischer  wrote  four 
books  for  the  War  Department — 
two  volumes  of  training  literature 
and  two  volumes  of  history. 

While  serving  in  India,  Burma, 
China,  and  Ceylon,  he  wrote  the 
100,000-word  combat  history  of  the 
Burma  campaigns  and  escorted 
newspapermen  in  and  out  of  the 
front  lines.  He  was  in  charge  of  55 
foreign  correspondents  on  the  first 
convoy  across  the  Ledo-Burma  road, 
later  known  as  the  Stilwell  High¬ 
way.  After  the  cessation  of  hostili¬ 
ties,  he  was  assigned  to  Theatre 
Headquarters  in  New  Delhi  to  as¬ 
sist  in  writing  the  history  of  the 
India-Burma  Theatre. 

He  returned  to  the  United  States 
with  the  rank  of  Captain  in  March, 
1946,  and  resumed  his  work  at  St. 
Joseph’s  a  few  weeks  later.
